The aim and trend is to 
make the individual blindly submis­ 
sive to the Prussian plan of world do­ 
minion; they tench that it is the des- 
j tiny of Germany to rule the world, and 
ngj that to the glory and advance of Ger­ 
many, in tills plan, all things must give 
way; that the kaiser as head of the 
state, can do no wrong if he carries 
forward the plan of world control. 
Some of tin* greatest teachers and 
preachers even defend and justify her 
heartless crushing of Belgians and the 
many other atrocious crimes she has 
committed in this war. 
Thank God, 
our American education reaches both 
the head and the heart. 
It is an edu­ 
cation with a soul, and we must main­ 
tain the high ideals we have fixed. In 
a word, in Germany, the people are 
taught that they exist for the govern­ 
ment, while here the government ex 
ists to serve the people.” 
“ Just wait a minute.” interrupted

“ Next, require that every foreigner 
I who comes here to live must, within a 
j reasonable time, say a year, declare 
his intention of becoming an American 
citizen and take the necessary steps to 
do so, thereby, from that moment, as­ 
suming all the obligations of citizen­ 
ship of our country, and that means he 
must defend our tlag upon equal terms 
with our native horn, and if he Is not 
willing to do this, he should he sent 
back from whence he eante.” 
“That’s the stuff,” exclaimed Billie. 
“And, finally, enact such legislation 
as will make voting compulsory. 
Pop­ 
ular government is bast'd upon the 
participation of all and the rule of 
the majority, and democracy cannot 
continue and be successful unless we 
live up to the spirit of the institu­ 
tion. 
“The first step, however, is the pass­ 
ing of the Chamberlain bill for univer­ 
sal military training. 
If you will get 
the leading citizen, and especially the 
editor of your paper, to write personal 
letters to your congressman and both 
senators, urging their support, it will 
help enormously.

Socialist Organ Sounds Grave Alarm 


Regarding Some Life 
Conditions. 


Amsterdam.—How tin* war is sap­ 
ping the vital strength of the German 
nation, not only on the field of battle, 
but at home, is told in an illuminating 
article in the Dhemnitzer Yolkskinne, 
a prominent German socialist organ, ti 
copy of which has just reached here. 
The paper, citing facts and figures, 
sounds a grave alarm and warns the 
government that “ certain concessions 
to tlu' poor, premiums on babies or in­ 
surance schemes” will not suffice if 
tiic nation is to survive. 
The article follows:* 
Since 1915 the number of deaths in 
Germany has exceeded that of birth. 
Tin* decrease in the birth rate since 
1919 is considerable. 
In 1914 this decrease was 18,«500; in 
1915 it reached (in comparison with 
191” ) the 423.000 mark, or 23 per cent; 
in 1916 it was 72,5,500, or 40 per cent. 
This decrease in the birth rate has 
consequences even more far reaching 
than theJ loss of life on the numerous 
battlefields. 
The 
effect 
is partially 
counter-balanced by the fact that the 
mortality of infants has considerably 
decreased. 
The year 1914 marked a 
rise in the death rate of infants, 
amounting to 20,000; but in 1915 there 
was a decrease of 61,000, and in 1910 
one of 110,000, or 40 per cent. 


M arriages Are Decreasing. 
These last figures throw a clear but 
sad light upon the social consequences 
of the whr. 
The fall in the birth rate 
is self-explanatory. Many who in nor­ 
mal times would have been happy to 
have children are restricted by the 
circumstances of wartime from enlarg­ 
ing their families. Besides the war has 
considerably reduced the number of 
marriages, and it is a well-known fact 
that young people contribute to re- 
population more than others. 
During the first month of the war 
marriages were very numerous; there 
is a tendency to believe that since that 
time marriages have not ceased to be 
more numerous than in peace times. In 
August of 1914. there were in the cities 
of Prussia three* times as many mar­ 
riages as in tii<> month of Ju ly of the 
same year; hut there this increase 
stopped. As the war dragged on, with 
Its long campaigns, marriages became 
fewer and fewer. 
Tn the whole empire the initial abun­ 
dance of marriages was followed by a 
sharp diminution, which continues to 
this day. We have not yet at hand the 
figures for the whole of the empire, but 
. j we know that in Saxony there were 
26.300 marriages in 1915, as against 
40.300 in 1913. 
In Hamburg the corresponding de­ 
crease amounted to 2,300; in Berlin to 
5,000, and in Bremen to 1,000. 
B irth Rate Cut Seriously. 
Since it may be assumed that the av­ 
erage young couple has one child at 
the end of the first year it is seen that 
this diminution of marriages leaves a 
serious cut in the birth rate. 
The food shortage naturally influ­ 
ences infant mortality. 
Looking sim­ 
ply at thi* figures, one is tempted to re­ 
joice over the decrease in this mor­ 
tality, hut when one considers it in 
connection with the situation on the 
whole it presents a gloomy picture. 
Th»» decrease in the birth rate is 
based upon peace-time figures. 
It in­ 
cludes children who should have been 
born, but who, had they come to life 
during the war, would have been most 
exposed to premature death. But there 
is a much small»*r number of illegiti­ 
mate children, and it is especially the 
poor people who are abstaining froin 
enlarging their families. 
The 
infant 
mortality, 
therefor»», 
should have fallen off in a much great- 
er proportion than fh<* birth rate. N o w , 
this is not tin* easo; the fall in the 
birth rat»» exceeds oven bv 1 per cent 
fhe death rate of children of tender 
age. 
These figures show us that the war 
makes itself f<4t not only on the field 
of battle, but that it mich»*s out to 
strike at the root of the nation—the 
birth rap*. 
The blockade which England and 
her ai 1 i»*s have establish»*») against us j 
with a touching solicitude for humani­ 
ty has greatly ro<iuo»*d the standard of 
our national health. 
The number of 
births shows that tin* growth «if the 
population is being n»tar»h*d at its 
roots much more gravely than we al­ 
lowed ourselves to believe at the out­ 
set. 
The situation is w ry s«>rious. 
Even 
in the event that the war should end 
favorably for us in military and po­ 
litical respects it will have sapped the 
strength of our population unless we 
master the tasks that will confront us.
